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South Is Enthusiastic Over the Pros- 
pects of a Closer Commercial 
Union with the West. 


Atlanta, Ga., April 9.—[Special.}—A move- 
ment looking to a closer commercial union 
between the South and the West was in- 
augurated heretoday whena representative 
gathering of business-men from all parts 
of the State adopted resolutions strongly 
indorsing the proposed Southern exposition 
at Chicago and pledging their aid toward 
making it a success. 

They went further, perfecting a strong 
working organization, which will undertake 
to put the movement in practical shape at 
this end of the line, and securing the ex- 
hibits which it is expected will bring the 
South much valuable advertisement. 

The meeting was' held’ in, the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce. It was in all re- 
spects representative, and in some respects 
a truly notable one. Every business inter- 
est was represented. Every city in the State 
sent a delegation. of business-men, and al- 
most all of the larger and more important 
counties had a man to answer to the . 
call. 

Ex-Senator Walsh, who has been the pa- 
tron spirit of the movement from its incep- 
tion, was there, and it was he who told of the 
purposes of the movement and how, in his 
opinion, this meant more for the progress 
of the South than any other movement that 
has ever been inaugurated. 

The Cotton States and International Ex- 
position was the first step, the entering 
wedge, but this great Southern exposition 
at Chicago would bring even greater results. 

He argued if this opportunity were not em- 
braced the good which Atlanta’s great ex- 
position started would be lost. He espe- 
cially emphasized Chicago’s friendliness to 
the South and the great value which closer 
business relations with the Western metrop- 
olis would give to this section. His speech 
was the keynote of the meeting. 

State Commissioner of Agriculture Nes- 
bitt was made Chairman of the meeting. 
Gov. Atkinson was there to speak in even 
stronger terms than Senator Walsh—if that 
was possible—of the advantages of close re- 
lations with the Western metropolis. 

A permanent organization was perfected 
under the name The Southern States Ex- 
position company.“ with Commissioner Nes- 
bitt as President and Maj. R. J. Guinn as 
Secretary. 

The resolutions adopted as a basis for this 
permanent organization provide that each 
town of as many as 1,000 inhabitants sub- 
scribe as much as $100 to the fund, the 
largér ones in proportion, and the invita- 
tion which was extended to all commerciai 
interests to be represented was practicaily 
accepted in advance by the presence and 
active codperation of the representatives of 
these interests. 

With Atlanta as the center, the work of 
organizing the entire South is to be pushed 
rapidly forward.

The Appropriations 
committee, in spite of the general cry for 
economy, has set aside a large sum of money 
for coast defenses, and its action will re- 


greas even more the 
the four new battleships. 

The fortifications bill was completed in the 
subcommittee today and will be reported to 
the full committee tomorrow, and probably 
also to the House 

The fortifications bill which passed the 
House appropriated for all, fortifica 
and other works of defense only $1,904, 557, 

The bill te be submitted tomorrow will 
carry in the aggregate about $10,500,000, and 
of this sum a little over half is appropriated 
for, immediate use during the coming fiscal 
year. 

Cemmittee Breaks All Records. 
Thus it Will be seen that under the pressure 
of public opinion and through the influence 
of the war talk anent Venezuela and Cuba 
the committee has been induced to ‘agree 
on a coast defense measure involving the 
expenditure of five times as much money as 
was appropriated last year. Of the sum 
given for immediate use $2,000,000 is to go 
to the engineering department for the con- 
struction of guns and mortar batteries and 
platforms generally known as emiplace- 


ments, while contracts aggregating $3,000,- | 


000 more are provided for the same purpose, 
thus making the aggregate for the engineer- 
ing work $5,000,000, as compared with $55v,- 
000 last year. The committee thus breaks all 
records by boldly appropriating ten times 
as much as was carried in the bill passed by 
the last Democratic Congress. 

Under the head of ordnance a total of 
$5,260,000 is provided for, of which $2,000,000 
is in the shape of contracts and the rest 
in cash to be used during the coming year as 
rapidly as possible. 

For the first time since the general plan of 
coast defenses was adopted ten years ago 
a Congress has been found ready to appro- 
priate on a large scale and in a way which 
will give the country a means of defense 
against foreign invasion within a reasona- 
bly short time. 

The plan of coast defense devised by the 
Endicott Board in 1886 contemplated a sys- 
tem of fortifications at twenty-seven ports, 
to which Puget Sound was subsequently 
added, requiring 677 guns and 824 mortars 
of modern construction at a cost of $97,782, - 
800, excluding $28,595,000 for floating batter- 


les. 
Expenditures Below Estimates. 

The original plan, therefore, contemplated 
an expenditure of nearly $100,000,000 by the 
time of the beginning of the present session 
of Congress. The actual expenditures and 
appropriations fer armament and emplace- 
ments have been up to date $10,000,000 only. 

The first appropriations for guns were 
made seven years ago and for emplacements 
five years ago. The average annual appro- 
priations for these two objects have been 
less than $1,500,000 instead of $9,000,000, as 
and the work has therefore 
been conducted at about one-seventh the 
rate proposed. 5 

At only three of the ports under considera- 
tion have contemplated features of defénse 
been established, New York has two twelve- 
inch guns and sixteen tweive-inch mortars. 
San Francisco has one twelve-inch gun and 
sixteen twelve-inch mortars, while Boston 
has sixteen twelve-inch mortars in position. 

Besides the three twelve-inch guns in posi- 
tion there were finished and ready for mount- 
ing last July eleven twelve-inch, thirty- 
three ten-inch, and fifty-one eight-inch, and 
it was estimated that by the close of the pres- 
ent fiscal year fifteen twelve-inch, twelve 
ten-inch, and twelve eight-inch guns would 
be added, making a total of 134 ready to be 
mounted. 

Outside of the guns already in position at 
New York, San Francisco, and Bosfon, ten 
gun batteries and platforms have been 
built, 7 of them being at New York and 
one at San Francisco. There are also thirty- 
two gun emplacements under process of 
construction at Portland, Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Washington, Hampton Roads, 
Charleston, Pensacola, Mobile, San Fran- 
cisco, and New Orleans. Thus it appears 
that part provision has been made for forty- 
two gun emplacements out of 448 needed 
for the approved projects, and, this also 
leaves ninety-two guns, which are now com-

LONG DISTANCE TRANSFER POWER. 


Roar of Niagara Falis to Be Heard by 
a New York Audiente. 

New York, April 9.—Power from the great 
dynamos of the Niagara Power company will 
be transmitted into New York City, over 462 
miles of wire, on May 5. The wires for the 
trausmission will be furnished by the West- 
ern Union company on one of its heaviest 
cables. The longest distance that electrical 
power has ever been carried is 110 miles, 
and that in Europe. The current will not be 
a heavy one, but will demonstrate that by 
Nicola Tesla’s new system it can be con- 
veyed almost any distance. It will be the 
first practical test of the system and its 
projectors seem to fear no failure.

The particular part to be performed by the 
Governor will be to turn on the current of 
electricity, which will be furnished from 
Niagara.

STRANGE STORY OF GYPSY MIRZAH. 


Police Trying to Unravel an Interest- 
ing Abduction Case.

The police are much 
interested in the case of the young girl of 
probably 16 years of age whom they have 
rescued from the gypsy camp at Weizensee, 
between this city and Potsdam. 

Capt. Peters, who is practically the King 
of the Gypsies in this country, and owns’ 
considerable property, is the chief of the 
camp at Weizensee. He either pretends to 
or does not know where the girl came from. 

Her name among the gypsies is Mirzah. 
To the police; who were first attracted to her 
by her faciness and grace of bedring, she 
has told that she can recall that at one time 
she was known as Anna, and that she thinks 
her father’s name was Reuter. 

ne récalis, tod, that she lived in a hand- 
some house, and spent part of the year in 
what from her description may be the Black 


Forest. 
De thiuks that she must have been 3 
years old or thereabouts when she was left 
in a’ wood by her nurse, whose name she 
was Malivina. A woman—presum- 
ably a gypsy—came to her during the 
nurse’s absence and promised to give her 
ben-bons if she would accompany her. She 
did so, and was taken to a camp of gypsics, 
where she was very kindly treated. Then 
she was taken to another camp and lost 
sight of her kidnaper. 

n the new camp she was badly treated by 
the women and children, but one man named 
Josef was particularily kind and made a 
pet of her. As long as he was in the camp 
no one dared maltreat her, but when he was 
away they would beat her in the most brutal 
manner. 

Josef was stabbed to death by a rival in 
the affections of a woman in the camp, and 
after his death Mirzah was more brutally 
treated than ever, especially by this woman. 

She wandered all over the country, and 
was for a short time in Austria. She reached 
the camp at Weigensee two years ago. She 
states that the band of gypsies were con- 
tinually kidnaping old persons as well as 
young, and turned them promiscuously into 
cripples, after which they would sell them 
to the organ-grinders trust. Blinding their 
unfortunate victims, cutting out their 
tongues, and cutting off their hands was a 
favorite method with these gypsies.

In view of the shifting course of political 
events and a general belief that a readjust- 
ment of European relations is just now going 
on, the visit of the German Chancellor 
would be bound to give rise to comment and 
all sorts of surmises. But the mysterious 
manner of the visit and the fact that the 
presence of Prince Hohenlohe in the French 
capital should have been a profound secret 
from Monday till Thursday appeals to, the 
public with an almost sensational interest, 

The acquiescent attitude assumed by Ger- 
many towards the Nile expedition mani- 
fested by its consent as one of the guaran- 
teeing powers to the use of the Egyptian 
debt surplus for defraying its cost was 4 
profound disappointment to France. Ger- 
many’s openly expressed antipathy to Great 
Britain and bitter resentment of British ag-

Menelek is a Christian, as are his subjects. 
In times past they have been at war with the 
Mohammedan dervishes, to whom they are 
of the hated class of infidels. On this ac- 
count it has been believed that Menelek and 
the Mahdi were not likely to enter into an 
alliance. But the political exigencies of the 
ease have overcome Menelek’s religious an- 
tipathies, if the report be true that he is 
negotiating with the dervishes to make com- 
mon cause with them.

SULTAN INDULGING IN DIPLOMACY, 


Gives Assurances That Missionaries 
Are Net to Be Expelled. 


Constantinople, April 9.—The Turkish Gov- 
ernment today assured the British Ambas- 
sador and the United States Charge d’Af- 
faires that the missionaries in Asia Minor 
would not be molested “so long as they 
conform with the laws of the country.” 
But it is claimed the Turkish officials have 
been trying to prove that the missionaries 
are not “conforming with the laws of the 
country,” and it was on this ground that the 
Sultan prepared and probably signed the 
irade providing for their expulsion from the 
Turkish dominions, The publicity given to 
the matter in the press dispatches has cer- 
tainly caused hesitation at the palace, and 
it is now thought likely that the iradé win 
be withheld until Russia has been further 
consulted on the subject. 


Russia Behind the Expulsion. 

Constantinople, April 9.—There ig ne doubt 
that Russia and Turkey are alarmed at the 
effect of the work of the missionaries in 
Armenia and elsewhere, and that it has beer 
decided that they shall be expelled under 
some @xcuse or other in order to make way 
for priests of the Russian Church. 

It is said here that the threatening at- 
titude of the powers at the time of the naval 
demonstration in the Bay of Salonica threw 
Turkey into the arms of Russia, and the 
latter, after dictating her terms, caused the 
break up of the European combination 
against the Turkish empire by refusing to 
take part in any such demonstration ss | by 
threatening to protect the Sultan by force of 
arms if necessary. Hence the assembling 
of the Russian Black Sea squadron in readi- 
ness for immediate action and the gathering 
of Russian army corps on the frontiers of 
Asiatic Turkey. Russia, it is now asserted, 
cleverly took advantage of the desperation 
of the Sultan to obtain a virtual protectorate 
over Armeniu. But such a step openly taken 
would, in all probability, have led to serious 
trouble. Therefore it was decided to begin 
the Russianiging of Asiatic 28 by get- 
ting rid of the Protestant and Catholic - 
sionaries and to substitute priests of the 
Russian Church for them. A plausible pre- 
text, however, had to be found for such an 
important move, and it was agreed that the 
work of the missionaries should be pointed to 
as being of a disquieting nature and as likely 
to incite the Armenians to rebellion. 

As a result it has been whispered in 
the right quarters that to the missionaries 
could be traced the real cause of the Ar- 
menian uprising. Such an argument is 
worthy of Turkish diplomacy and Eastern 
cunning, and qpuld not fail to incite the 
Turks against the missionaries. 

Finally, it was decided to begin with the 
Rey. George P. Knapp, who has probably 
been the most zealous of all the active work- 
ers in the cause of Christianity in Asiatic 
Turkey, and he was openly charged with in- 
citing the Armenians of Bitlis to revolt. 
People familiar with the methods of the 
Turks have not the slightest doubt that 
alleged proof would have been furnished, not 
only of his guilt but of the guilt of the mis- 
sionaries as a body. Here it was that the 
United States Minister interfered and the 
hand of the Turk was staid for a while. 


England Excited Over the Affair. 

London, April 9.—The newspapers here all 
give prominence to reports of the meeting 
yesterday to protest against the proposed 
expulsion -from Asiatic Turkey of the 
Protestant and Roman Catholic mission- 
aries, at which Mr. C. E. Schwann, M. P., 
urged a resolution earnestly requesßing the 
government to take immediate steps to ob- 
tain the release of the Rev. George P. 
Knapp. 

Canon Gore and Sir J. Kennaway, M. P., of 
the committee appointed for that purpose, 
will call the attention of the Conservative 
leader in the House of Commons, Mr. A. J 
Balfour, to the matter, and ask that he urge 
an increase in the number of British Consuls 
in Asiatic Turkey, as their presence there 
will have a salutary effect in preventing out- 
rages upon Christians and in aiding in the 
work of relieving the distressed Armenians. 


France Is Irritated. 


Paris, April 9.—Considerable irritation 
against Turkey has been aroused here by 
the reports from Constantinople regarding 
the expulsion of Roman Catholic and Protes- 
tant missionaries from Asiatic Turkey. 

The newspapers, particularly the Figaro, 
have taken up the question in earnest, as 
one directly and strongly affecting Chris- 
tianity and as calling for prompt and effective 
action.

CUNARD COMPANY ANNUAL REPORT. 


Better Showing Owing to an Increase 
in Steerage Rates. 
[SPHCIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH. 

London, April 9.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Journal,j—At the annual meeting 
of the Cunard company at Liverpool Sir 
John Burns, Chairman, said it had not arrived 
in the region of paying dividends, but the 
carnings were £50,000 ($250,000) better than 
the previous year, owing to the increase in 
steerage rates. But there was no getting 
over the fact that competition in every direc- 
tion is greater than ever, rendering it neces- 
sary to ship-Owners to reduce expenses to a 
minimum. 

The New York service is now complete 
and ships commanded the best of the traffic 
of the Atlantic, while the new cargo steamers 
which were built especially for the Boston 
trade answered their purpose admirably. 
While the loan from bankers has been in- 
creased from £20,000 to £75,000, the board 
paid during the year £200,000 on account of 
new ships and new works.

Under the provisions of the bill the 22 
000 appropriated for the engineering depart- 
ment is authorized to be spent before Gates 
1, 1897, and contracts are authorized to be 
entered into for $3,000,000 more for work 
extending to June 30, 


Chance to Make Better Contracts. 


The provisions of the fortification bill are 
for gross sums, the expenditures being left 
to the War Department and the Board of 
Ordnance. The Chief Engineer of the army 
has assured the committee that the experi- 
ence gained between now and the end of the 
projected contract, the creation and accu- 
mulation of contractors’ plants, and the 
rivalry excited by this new departure in 
coabt defense appropriations, will enable 
the department to make new contracts here- 
after on better terms for the United States. 

Under the terms of the bill the $5,500,000 
appropriated is to continue available un- 
til expended, unless otherwise directed by 
law, and the Secretary of War is author- 
ized to use the contract system continuous 
or otherwise, or to dispense with it entirely, 
as in each case seems to him best. 

Some idea of the vast stride which has been 
taken by the Appropriations committee in 
the way of starting in at last on a real sys- 
tem of coast defenses can be obtained by a 


comparison of the figures by previous appro- | 


priation bills. The present committee, sin- 
gularly enough, is headed by an Illinois man, 
Representative Cannon, and the Chairman 
of the subcommittee, Representative Hainer 
of Nebraska, is also from the interior, but 
between them, and apparently under the 
direction of Chairman Cannon himself, they 
have gone far beyond previous Congresses. 

The total appropriation for fortifications in 
1898 was $2,734,276; in 1804, $2,210,055, in 1895, 
$2,427,004; and in 1800, $1,904,557. 

As previously shown, the appropriation for 
1897 will be, in round numbers, $10,500,000, 
over half of which is available in cash within 
the first eight months of the fiseal year. 

The estimates of the department have not 
only been met, but have been largely ex- 
ceeded. 

Exceeds Secretary’s Figures. 

The total estimate for the fortifications 
and other works of defense submitted by 
Secretary Lamont was 57,414,838, or less 
than four times the amount appropriated 
last year. Secretary Lamont and the en- 
gineer and ordnance officers will be aston- 
ished to find tomorrow that not only have 
all their estimates been led up to, but the 
total amount has been swelled by $3,000,000. 

In previous years the custom of Congress 
has been to cut down the estimate submitted 
for coast defenses regardiess of the protests 
of each Secretary of War and his subordi- 
nate officers, but this year the Appropria- 
tions committee has done itself proud, and 
for the first time since the scheme of coast 
defense was formulated in 1886 Congress has 
the chance to appropriate something like 
the amount of money needed to carry the 
system through. 

The committee is proceeding on a general 
coast defense system, the total cost of which 
from now on will be $44,000,000 for guns, 
mortars, and carriages, and of about $41,- 
000,000 for emplacements, thus giving a total 
cost of the artillery defense of the sea coast 
as $85,000,000 in round numbers, excluding 
a million and a half for the purchase of sites 
and two and a-half million for submarine 
defenses, while if amunition is to be a part 
of the first cost of the system the total cost 
of completing the projects at the eighteen 
cities where the department has finally ap- 
proved plans will be $97,180,415, and of this 
enormous sum over one-tenth is appropriat- 
ed for and con to be done in the bill 
to be presented to the House tomorrow.

New Pian Adopted. 

A new plan has been adopted providing 
waiters for those who exhibit a hesitancy 
to sliding around the floor and juggling a 
chunk of angel food in one hand and a cup of 
hot coffee in the other.

As to currency, I 
believe the national bank system is the best 
and safest the country has ever known, 
and I want it to be continued. 

Jam not now taking an active part in the 
work of the Prohibition party. I am amem- 
ber of the National Executive committee, 
but that body only meets once a year, and I 
shall probably now retire from it. My elec- 
tion as delegate to the National convention 
at Pittsburg was entirely unsolicited and 
unexpected by me. 

“The mixing up of women suffrage and 
prohibition in the same platform is gravely 
injudicious. It hurts bath principies. I 
think it sufficient to make the fight upon one 
principle at one time.“

New Measure to Pave the Way for 
Consolidation of Cities. 

New York, April 9.—[{Special.}—Another 
measure has been brought up in the Legis- 
lature at Albany paving the way to a con- 
solidation of New York and its neighboring 
cities. It provides that consolidation shall 
only be effected after the adoption by the 
localities affected of a charter to be drafted 
by a commission named in the bill and sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people. 

The commission is to be composed of the 


President of the old Greater New York Com- 


mission, the Mayors of New York, Brooklyn, 
and Long Island City, the State Engineer, 
and the Attorney-General, and other per- 
sons resident in Greater New Tork. The 
commission is to reportia charter on or be- 
fore Feb. 1, 1997. 


The submission of the charter to a vote | 


of the people shall occur at the next general 
election following the report. Should the 
charter fail to receive a favorable vote of 
a majority of those qualified to vote the next 
Legislature shall, in its judgment, act fur- 
ther upon the question of consolidation.

„Without warning Mr. Datie knocked me 
down,”’ said the woman in sobs, and put- 
ting his knee on my neck he held my arms 
while his wife pulled out handfuls of my 
hair.“ 

To clinch her story Mrs. McIntyre un- 
folded a newspaper she had laid before Desk 
Sergeant Tim Murphy. It contained gev- 
eral bunches of hair in color like her own. 

„ That's what they gave me,“ she said, 
„% and the marks of the rest is on my body.“ 

While the Daties kept up their assault, 
the woman said, Mrs. Meister, the sister of 
Mrs. Datie, pounded her face with clenched 
fists. The next day she claims she was so 
ili and used up she had to keep her bed. 

As no Magistrate was then at the station, 
Mrs. McIntyre was advised to call again to- 
day for warrants. 

Proprietor Datie was not at his hotel last 
night. His wife denied the story, and said 
the woman had taken lodgings there a week 
ago, and had been told to leave because she 
would not pay her bill. Mrs. Datie alleges 
Mrs. McIntyre has been drinking.

Mayor Swift win Return to Chicago 
at Once—Program of the Council 
Meeting Monday Night Outlined by 
the Knowing Ones—Work of the 
Canvassing Board of the Election 
Commission—Seating of the New 
Aldermen Politically Discussed. 

Palm Beach, Fla, April 9.—[To The Trib- 
une, Chicago.}—Will be home on Monday 
morning next. Will then consider Central 
electric ordinance. Am not advised fully as 
to its provisions. GEORGE B. Swirt. 

There appears to be an unusual amount 
of anxiety as to whether the old Council 
will have a chance to act upon Mayor Swift's 
expected veto of the Central Electric railway 
ordinance. This was the topic of chief dis- 
cussion in City Hall circles yesterday. 

Everybody, not even excepting Ald. John A. 
Cooke, who fathered the measure, seemed 
to take for granted his Honor’s sure dis- 
approval of the ordinance. . The next ques- 
tion then, was: Will there be an effort 
made to get it passed over his veto before 
the newly elected members are permitted 
to qualify and take their seats?“ 

Opponents of the ordinance sald they were 
satisfied, from certain bits of information 
received, its friends are trying to work that 
Sort of a scheme. Whether they can suc- 
ceed is another thing. 

Much depends upon the Board of Election 
Commissioners. If it completes the official 
count tomorrow the newly elected Aldermen 
can obtain their certificates, take the oath, 
and be ready to take their predecessors’ 
seats on Monday night. 


Pushing the Canvass. 

Every member of the Canvassing Board 
declared yesterday the count would be 
pushed with a view to completing it before 
12 o’clock on Saturday night. Contests 
might cause delay, but so far as known the 
only contest likely to come up is in the Twen- 


, ty-eighth Ward Aldermanic election. There 


might be one from the Twentieth Ward, 
where the police returns gave C. W. Probst, 
Republican, only twenty-nine plurality. The 
vote for constables is said to be somewhat 
tangled, but this will not be canvassed until 
after the Aldermanic result ‘has been 
reached. 

Consequently it is felt contests will not be 
permitted to block the new Aldermen re- 
ceiving their certificates in time for Mon- 
day night’s meeting. If they are prepared 
then to take their seats it is generally con- 
ceded Mayor Swift will probably hold back 
any vetoes he may have to offer until after 
the retiring Aldermen have stepped down 
and out. 

It was said the proceedings will be in this 
order: Roll call of the old Council, approv- 
ing minutes of the previous meeting; then 
some one will move that the new members 
present themselves and be sworn in, after 


which their predecessors will be called upon 


to conduct them to their seats. 

In case he has reason to believe there is 
any plan arranged to do business it is said 
the Mayor can order the new members, if 
they are present and have their certificates, 
to appear before the clerk and qualify. 

Fears of trickery are so great among West 
Side people, who have been fighting this 
ordinance, that several telegrams were sent 
to the Mayor yesterday urging him to come 
home at once. 

G. 8. Willits’ Opinion. 

George 8. Willits, one of the chief promot- 
ers of the Central Electric Street railway 
company, was loath to talk about the ordi- 
nance granted by the Council. In his opinion, 
it was one of the fairest franchises and one 
of the most advantageous to the city ever 
granted. It was not a speculative measure, 
but a permit for a bona fide enterprise. The 
company was sound and able to carry out 
its project, but who constituted the compa- 
ny he would not say. 0 

Jam not at liberty to talk,” said he, 
„ except in a general way. I will say, how- 
ever, every dollar of the company’s stock is 
subscribed by local and Eastern capitalists. 
We have the money, so we can 
begin operations and push the work as fast 
as we can get the material. Of course, there 
is a good deal of preliminary work to do, but 
that need not consume much time. A perma- 
nent organization, for instance, has not yet 
been effected. The temporary organization 
has for its President Le Grand Smith and for 
its Secretary William R. Odell. These are 
the only names of people connected with the 
company I can give you.“ 

When is it likely the work of construc- 
tion will begin?“ 

“That is uncertain. No arrangements 
have been made looking to the securing of 
material. It will take some time to let con- 
tracts and get material on the ground, but 
I can say with assurance there will be no 
more delay in completing the plant than is 
necessary.“ 

President Ripley Is Frank. 


President Ripley of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé railroad said the ordinance 
granted his company had no reference what- 
ever to the Calumet and Blue Island meas- 
ure. 

We know nothing of that company nor 
of its plans,“ said he. We asked for the 
franchise simply and solely. that. we might 
get into the Stock-Yards without having to 
pay rent tothe Grand Trunk. Ten or twelve 
years ago the Santa Fé company bought a 
twenty-eight foot strip of land for a right 
of way from its main line into the Stock- 
Yards, but the road was never built for the 
reason the company was short of money. 
From that time to this we have been de- 
pendent on the Grand Trunk and have had to 
pay a yearly rental. We now wish to con- 
struct the road originally contemplated and 
applied for an ordinance because we have to 
cross certain streets. 

As a matter of fact we shall not cross a 
street that has not a railroad crossing where 
we intersect it. We simply complied with a 
legal requirement. There is nothing ob- 
scure or mysterious in our plans, and any 
one interested can get full information as to 
the improvement we purpose tomake. Were 
it not for the fact we have to cross certain 
streets we perhaps would not have to apply 
for a franchise at all.“ 


STANWOOD, CAMPBELL. 


KAHLER, 
Points Suggested by the Passage of the 
Central Electric Ordinance. 

“Coney” Kahler was reélected to the 
Council by the people of the Twelfth Ward 
on an apologetic platform. The Municipal 
Votérs’ League took pity on him because his 
friends urged that he really was an honest 
man, in spite of appearances, and that if he 
had voted wrong it was because he didn’t 
know any better. Last night was another 
of those times when he didn’t know any bet- 
ter. He voted for the Central Electric on the 
plea that it was earnestly desired by the peo- 
ple of his ward. Part of the proposed route 
of the mythical road is along an imaginary 
line that runs just within the southern edge 
of the ward, but the district is already fairly 
supplied with transportation facilities, and 
if it were not the Central Electric is not in- 
tended to supply a long-felt want. The value 
of the ordinance lies in the down-town privi- 
leges it confers. The promoters care nothing 
for the Twelfth Ward, and the ward and its 
Alderman should care nothing for them, fur- 
ther than to desire their defeat in the inter- 
ests of good government. 

Mr. Kahler should form a club with the re- 
jected Stanwood, who claims that his people 
always want new railroads whether they 
come anywhere near their ward or.not. Of 
course, Starwood voted for the Central Elec- 
tric, though it would be a mile away from 
his eastern boundary. He also supported 
the Calumet and Blue Island, which was ten 
or a dozen miles away. 

The Calumet and Blue Island naturally 
suggests the Santa Fé, for which both Kah- 
ler and Stanwood voted. So, also, did James 
Campbell, the mysterious man behind the 
scenes, who saves himself generally for 
great emergencies. James, by the way, 
ought to be taken into the club and elected 
President.—Journal.

Words multiplied could not add to 
that statement. Her art, too fine to be 
evident in any particular, is that of the great 
mistresses of the stage.

Mr. James Neill as Marcel retained his self- 
possession under singularly trying condi- 
tions that should have tempted him to lose 
a little of it. The Paul de Brives of Mr. 
Albert Gran was delicious in expression and 
manner. Mr. Gran failed to look his char- 
acter’s age—a wrinkle or two would have 
helped. Mr. Frank R. Mills’ Pierre was 
carefully done, but he should not have per- 
mitted Lucile to call him “abbey.” Miss 
Mary Maddern, the servant of the play, had 
a Struggle with the pronunciation of pot 
au feu and was tremendously worsted. In 
fact the French of the company generally 
was funny. 

The audience, altogether too small for the 
merit of the production, could not restrain 
its manifestations of approval in spite of 
the chill its sparsehess entailed upon it. 
Some of the little daintinesses which Mrs. 
Fiske sprinkles through her performances 
were seized upon with acute intelligence and 
applauded heartily. The first two falls of 
the curtain were similarly greeted, but here 
the lack of numbers was too evident to show 
the real feeling behind it. The close of the 
play, culminating as it did with Marie's 
death and the exposure of her yeal charac- 
ter, was received with the silence which it 
deserved as a tour de force, and no one 
moved for a moment.

The manufacturer makes more out ot a 
suit ot clothes than the wholesaler, retailer, 
and workmen combined. A codperative es- 
tablishment such as is proposed would be 
a great money establishment. The 
workmen would share the profits, and trade 
unionists throughout the country would con- 
tribute substantial support by boycotting 
the output of the firms now fighting organ- 
ized labor. If the capitalists mean business 
the scheme can be made a success. 


Promises Another Railway Strike. 


Eugene V. Debs, President of the Ameri- 
can Railway Union, says his organization 
will be ready for another fight by Aug. 15, at 
which time the railway employés through- 
out the country will ask for a redress of a 
number of alleged grievances and a general 
advance in wages on a number of the most 
important trunk lines in the country. 

We do not want another big strike,“ said 
Mr. Debs,‘ and will try to avoid it. All 
labor troubles should usted through ar- 
bitration, and that is our aim. However, 
while hoping for the best we will be prepared 
for the worst. We can make a much longer 
and harder fight than two years ago. We 
are well organized in both the Hast and the 
West, and the membership is as large as 
ever—and increasing rapidly. I have just 
returned from a trip through Georgia, Ala- 
bama, and South Carolina. 

Were Successful Everywhere. 

We organized 4,000 men in two weeks 
and I never witnessed such enthusiasm, We 
were also very successful in Buffalo and 
other Eastern cities. Our organization is 
stronger than ever in the West and North- 
west. The only place we are weak is in 
Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, and the other 
cities where the effects of the big strike 
were felt most. We will begin the work of 
reorganization in Chicago within ninety 
days and will have a larger membership 
here than ever before.“

night at Milwaukee and Ashland avenues 
aroused a wild tumult of applause. Debs 
said he had been interrogated by a New 
York paper as to what the greatest evil in 
the world is and the remedy he would sug- 
gest. He read his reply, giving the money 
power as the most prolific source of trouble, 
the methods of moneyed men being repre- 
hensible, and urged direct legislation and 
equal representation as panaceas.

The Illinois Prohibitionists held their 
State convention on Tuesday and among 
other resolutions adopted the following: 

We declare that money should consist of gold. 
silver, and paper, and be issued by the government 
directly to the people, without the intervention of 
any private individual or corporation, and to be a 
full legal tender for all debts, both public and pri- 
vate. That the government should rot discrimi: 
nate in favor of gold as against silver, and that its 
mints should be open upon equal terms to both at 
the ratio now established by law. ‘Ve oppose the 
iscving of government honés in time of peace. 

This is the way the saintly Drys, who 
have so much love for the welfare of the 
people, propose to deal with the currency 
question. They start off by saying they 
want gold, silver, and paper, and then pro- 
ceed to announce their intention to drive it 
out and have a currency consisting solely 
of 50-cent silver dollars and paper redeema- 
ble in them. 

They declare themselves in favor of the 
banishment of gold when they say the gov- 
ernment must not “ discriminate in favor of 
gold,” but must open its mints to the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. But 
then the government would discriminate 
in favor of silver, for it would put 50 cents 
worth of silver and 100 cents worth of 
gold on the same level. 

The Drys say also that they are opposed 
to issuing government bonds in time of peace. 
Those bonds were sold for gold with which 
to replenish the gold reserve so that the 
greenbacks could be redeemed on demand 
and thus kept at par. They could not be 
redeemed in silver dollars, because there is 
not one in the Treasury against which a 
certificate has not been issued.. The hold- 


ers of the silver certificates are the real 


owners of the dollars in the Treasury. 

If gold bonds had not been sold there 
would have been a slump. The gold dollar 
would have disappeared and the 50-cent sil- 
ver dollar have taken its place. The Drys 
want that to happen. That is why they 
are for free coinage and against the sale of 
bonds. And they want it to happen at 
once. They do not propose to do anything 
to protect existing contracts and the men 
who loaned 100-cent dollars, expecting to be 
paid in the same money. 

These pious Drys think embezzlement a 
commendable thing. They believe the 
country will be benefited by the destruc- 
tion of half its credits. If so, they ought 
not to keep up their separate organization, 
but unite with the Pops, who have many 
more votes than they have. Ifthe object of 
this currency plank is to catch the votes of 
free silver Republicans or Democrats noth- 
ing will be gained, for those free silverites 
would rather go to the Pops, where they 


can take a drink, than to the Drys, where 


it is not permitted. 


THE UTAH 16 TO 1 PLATFORM. 
The Republicans of Utah have held their

We believe in a protective tariff; we believe in 
reciprocity; we believe in bimetallism, which Is 
the full recognition alike of gold and silver, and 
the free coinage in the mints of the Nation at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. 

We contemplate with sorrow and shame the 
spectacle our country presents today because of 
the attempt to substitute for a protective tariff 
a tariff for revenue, and because of the destruc- 
tion of silver as money of fina] redemption. 


Tue Ta UN n “ contemplates with sor- 
row and shame the spectacle of the citi- 
zens of a new State who show themselves 
so utterly unfitted to assume the duties and 
responsibilities pertaining to their part in 
national finances. It had hoped that they 
would make a better start in State life. 

They say that bimetallism is the “ ful] 
recognition of gold and silver and the free 
coinage of the latter “at the ratio” of 
16 to 1. 

There was not a man in the convention 
who does not know that that ratio is not 
bimetallism as money, and that it is nota 
“full recognition of gold.” For there is 
not one of those delegates who is not aware 
of the notorious fact that nowhere in the 
wide world will 371 grains of silver bull- 
ion buy 23 grains of gold. Nowhere on 
this earth do 23 grains of gold recognize 
871% of silver as being its equal in value 
under free coinage, and hence no attempt 
should be made to compel such false rec- 
ognition ” at the mints. 

The men in Utah who voted for these 
preposterous resolutions know that there 
can be no “ bimetallism ” when gold and sil- 
ver are coined freely on a false commercial 
ratio, because the coins, having different 
intrinsic values, will not circulate together 
as equal. If these Utah Republicans were 
to get free silyer not one of them who hap- 
pened to own a gold dollar would pay a 
debt with it. He would sell it for two 50- 
cent silver dollars and pay off $2 of his in- 
debtedness and cheat the man he ewed 
under protection of the law out of half what 
was due him. Any man who had any gold 
coin would sell it for the enormous 
premium it would command. He never 
would take 23 grains of gold to pay off a 
dollar's worth of debt when he could do it 
with 371144 grains of silver, worth only 
11% grains of gold in any financial market 
in the world. The resolution talk, then, of 
“ bimetallism consisting of gold dollars 
intrinsically worth twice as much as the 
free silver dollars, is the veriest humbug 
and delusion and put forth for fraudulent 
and shameful purposes, , 

The authors of these resolutions know 
also that silver is more fully recognized 
in this country at this time and for the last 
half-dozen years than ever before. They 
are well aware of the fact that there is 
more silver in use in the last six years in the 
, United States as full legal tender than at 
any previous time. Over half a billion of 
silver is in use as money, and though silver 
bullion has fallen in value one-half in 
twenty years in all parts of the world, that 
which is circulating in this country is held 
up artificially to parity with gold and is 
doing double the money work that the same 


‘quantity could do under free coinage, All 


this vast mass of silver is “ money of final 
redemption” now and is worth twice as 
much for that purpose as it would be if 
free coined and not held up to the parity of 
gold on the basis of 16 to 1.

FUNNY BIMETALLISM. 

The members of the Utah Republican 
convention know that, as measured by hu- 
man labor, which is the only true standard 
of value, the value of silver has fallen one- 
half in twenty years, while that of gold has 
remained almost steadfast, having de- 
precinted only a trifle. Yet they want to 
force the 50 per cent cheaper metal on those 
who have sold their property on credit 
for the better metal, and they call that 
honesty and bimetallism ! It is dis- 
honesty and silver monometallism. The 
framers of these resolutions, quoted else- 
where, understand perfectly that they are 
false in letter and spirit. 

This same convention elected six dele- 
gates to the St. Louis convention. One of 
the six will bea memberofthe Committee on 
Resolutions. He will have the same voting 
power there as the representative of New 
York, Pennsylvania, IIlinois, or any other 
large and honest-money State. That Utah 
representative will do all he can to secure 
the adoption of a currency plank contain- 
ing as many as possible of the false and 
dangerous declarations which are in the 
platform adepted by the convention which 
elected him. 

He, with the representatives of other 
Rocky Mountain States, will labor to commit 
the Republican party to something which 
they call bimetallism, but which they know is 
not such. And then they will work and vote 
for the nomination of that candidate whom 
they believe to be least sound on the money 
question. Evidently Utah was made a 
State altogether too soon. 


GIVING UP JACKSON STREET. 

On Wednesday night the Council passed 
a street railroad ordinance for the Central 
Electric company. Of the forty-five votes 
cast for it seventeen were given by Alder- 
men who were repudiated at the primaries 
or the polls and who will not hold seats in 
the Council any longer. That fact is not 
calculated to give one a high opinion of the 
ordinance. 

The worst feature about it is the surren- 
der of Jackson street from Michigan ave- 
nue to Canal to a street railroad company. 
That neutralizes what was gained by the 
boulevarding of West Jackson from Canal 
to Halsted. The only street running 
through the business district on which a 
person could drive with reasonable comfort 
and safety from the West parks to Michi- 


gan boulevard has been made unavailable 


for that purpose. From Michigan avenue 
to Canal street it will be filled with swiftly- 
moving electric cars and teams. 

That is the serious objection to this ordi- 
nance. In other respects it is better than 
some which this Council and preceding ones 
have passed. Five per. cent of the gross 
earnings are to be paid the city, while the 
General Electric is to pay only three. It 
has not been claimed that the frontage peti- 
tions are insufficient or fraudulent, and that 
streets are being given away in violation 
of law and against the wishes of the prop- 
erty-owners. 

The line when built will furnish addition- 
al transportation facilities and will be a 
great accommodation to the residents of 
the extensive section of the West Side it is 
to traverse. And the fact that it is to be a 
rival in a small way of the West Side com- 
pany may count for something. 

If this ordinance had been passed some 
years ago, before nearly all the streets and 
bridges had car tracks on them, nobody 
would have found any fault with it. The 
gift of 5 per cent of the gross receipts to the 
city would have been deemed quite liberal. 
But the circumstances are different now. 
There are not many free streets left. Then 
the value of these franchises is better un- 
derstood than it was a few years ago. 

The Central Electric has been given an 
exceedingly valuable one. It can take peo- 
ple from the populous West Side to the busi- 
ness district and will make money from the

This demonstration will appear 
grotesque to every student of the election 
returns. Every sign promises that Ohl.

A long step has been taken towards 
cleansing the Council, and the work of 
completing the task will be more easily ac- 
complished. The grip of the ring has 
been weakened, and another pull all to- 
gether ” should finish the job. 

In the meantime if the new, Aldermen 
prove true to the reputations for honesty 
they bear they can block the efforts that will 
be made by the remnant gf the gang to 
make this last year of grace profitable and 
prove a powerful factor in restoring public 
confidence in the city’s legislative body. 
The croaker’s prediction already expressed 
that new “ boodlers” will spring up from 
unexpected places is unworthy and dan- 
gerous. Let the men who are honest in 
practice because the public believes they 
are honest in fact have all the advantage 
and aid general trust can give. And as for 
that hour of triumph when Coughlin and 
the others came into the Council, it should 
not be begrudged. The public's hour of 
triumph is coming swiftly when this gang 
shall have been kicked out or locked up, 
and there is promise that this hour will be 
long drawn out. 


“TREATING” IS BEYOND THE LAW. 
The bill before the Ohio Legislature 
which makes it a misdemeanor for any per- 
son to treat or offer to treat another person 


to an intoxicating drink in any place where - 


liquor is sold will be held in contempt if it 
should become a law. It is a continuation 
of the freak legislation that has prevailed 
this session in Ohio. It would be a law im- 
possible of enforcement. . This has been 
demonstrated by the results of similar ex- 
periments tried in other places, for it is no 
new project. The effort in Ohio, however, 
is not without value. It emphasizes the 
fact that much drunkenness is caused by 
the vicious treating habit. It is a habit 
growing steadily in the United States; a 
home industry, encouraged by every device 
of free lunches, comfortable chairs, and 
other inducements to protracted visits that 
the saloonkeeper can provide. It is one of 
our vices not imported. The indiscriminate 
treating so common here is unknown on the 
Continent of. Europe. Such an invitation 
would be received there as an insult. If 
there were any method by which a similar 
pride could be instilled in Americags the 
cause of temperance would receive a mighty 
impulse. Drinking would continue, but 
drunkenness would lose one of its chief in- 
stigators. State laws cannot effect the 
change. The Ohio solons are wasting time 
and money in their efforts. More drastic 
measures than have appeared yet will be 
required to reach the root of the evil. 


CLOSE ON THE HEELS OF NEW YORK. 

The complete returns from one ward in 
the new school census now being taken in 
Chicago indicate the total population of the 
city will be found to aggregate about 1,700,- 
000. This shows an increase. of 8 or 10 
per cent over the figures of two years ago, 
and equals the greatest claims made by 
New York City, even under its police- 
padded census. This disclosure must prove 
u shock to the Eastern metropolis and may 
serve to hasten the Greater New York 
project, that seems now to be hanging fire. 
It will be a basis for a new appeal to civic 
pride in the East, for Chicago is close on 
the heels of New York, and unless con- 
solidation comes soon may hold first place 
for a short time at least. 

But appeals of this nature have been the 
only arguments put forth by the advocates 
of consolidation and are losing their power 
for arousing enthusiasm. The people of 
New York as well as Brooklyn are begin- 
ning to inquire soberly if there are no other 
advantages to be gained besides the in- 
tangible glory of being first in population. 
Pyrotechnics have been effective, and the 
public pride responded promptly, but the red 
fire has died away and the people with 
homes and families and taxes to pay want 
to know some of the other benefits, if there 
are any. New York and Brooklyn Are only 
in the swaddling clothes of reform, and the 
Evening Post of New York sums up the 
doubts succinctly when it says: 

Hard as we find it to get the Mayor, and the 
police, and the Assessors, and street-cleaners to 
do the work of a small city, it would be twice as 
hard to get them to do the work of a consolidated 
city, for the reason, among others, that each com- 
plaint about abuses dwindles In importance as the 
city grows larger. Uniess human nature has 
greatly changed within a few weeks bosses and 
legislators will have a far freer hand in manag- 


ing Greater New York than they have in manag- 
ing New Tork and Brooklyn. The prizes will be 


larger, the seizure of them easier, the opposition 


weaker. 

Individuals in New York may prefer to 
resign the honor of first city now and gain 
the hope of continued good local govern- 
ment, and even take a national pride in 
the triumph of the great city by the lake. 
This would be a less sacrifice than to sur- 
render the city and all the other cities of 
the proposed consolidation into the clutches 
of a rejuvenated “ ring.” 


ONE AUVANCE NECESSITATES ANOTHER. 

Last year when the price of steel went up 
suddenly, the tin plate manufacturers de- 
clared that if it went up any higher they 
would have to close their mills on account 
of the inability to meet the competition of 
their Welsh rivals unless Congress, which 
was to meet soon, gave them a little more 
protection. 

Steel receded in price instead of advan- 
cing, and the tin plate manufacturers 
quieted down. Now they are alarmed 
again. The steel they use has gone up $2a 
ton and the men who make it are combin- 
ing. So the tin plate people have asked 
that a discrimination be made in their favor. 
They say, as they did last year, that in the 
event of a further advance they will be tin- 
able to compete with the foreign manufact- 
urers. And as there is no hope now that the 
present Congress will raise tariff duties 
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tion inevitable by a sweeping majority. But 
he scorned that opinion as erroneous and set 
up his own foolishness as good sense. 

This is the way the thing turned out in 
practice. On the town ticket the Republicans 
cast for their four candidates just about an 
average of 2,000 votes in the First Ward.

The First Ward stands as indorsing bood- 
ling by more than two to one instead of in 
the proportion of only five to four, which 
would be disgraceful enough. Williams 
made a nice job of it.

SWARTZ BLOCK PARTLY BURNS OUT. 


Early Morning Fire Causes a Loss of 
$104,900 to Tenants and Building. 


An early morning fire yesterday in the J. 


H. Swartz Block, Nos. 278 to 286 Madison 


street, burned out the three upper floors. 


The building is a four-story and basement 
brick structure, almost entirely given up to 
wholesale firms, the biggest being Ellinger 
& Co., who occupy the three floors destroyed 
as a factory for women’s cloaks and wraps. 

The department had great difficulty in con- 
trolling the flames, and two calls for extra 
engines were necessary, as well as the serv- 
ices of one fire boat. The fire did not spread 
below the second floor, but the tons of water 
poured into the building saturated the stocks 
of the tenants below. 

On the first floor of the west half of the 
building the stock of the boot and shoe firm 
of Leonard & Atkinson was completely 
soaked. Across the hall was the carving and 
model shop of Joseph Dux, while in the rear 
T. J. Shay & Co. had a large stock of boots 
and shoes. In the basement the eastern por- 
tion was occupied by T. J. Shay & Co., the 
Adams & Etling pompeny. paints and oils; 
the American Bill-Posting company; and W. 
E. Polhemus, a cigar manufacturer, took up 
the western portion of the basement. The 
building is owned by J. H. Swartz, a mem- 
ber of the J. M. W. Jones Printing company 
in Sherman place. The losses were as 
follows:

REFUSES A SPECIAL GRAND JURY. 


Judge Horton Gives the Reasons for 


His Decision at Length. 

Judge Horton decided yesterday afternoon 
that he would not call a special grand jury. 
In giving his reasons for reaching this de- 
cision he said: 

“The statute says the court may call a 
special grand jury when he shall be of the 
opinion that public justice requires it. Un- 
der the report of the March grand jury the 
Board of County Commissioners is accused 
of conducting important public business in 
a reckless, if not criminal manner, For me 
to call a special grand jury now would bea 
quasi-judicial determination that there is 
fraud in the conduct of the County Board. 
The refiection would be upon the entire 
board, and, as I do not beileve all the mem- 
bers are criminals, even if any are, I do not 
— the situation warrants such imputa- 
tion. 

LT have no facts warranting mein naming 
any particular member of the board. The 
State’s-Attorney and the Sheriff told me 
they knew of nothing definite on which a 
call for a special grand jury could be based. 
Ex-Foreman Hussander and other ex-jurors 
told me they knew no more than was set 
forth in their report. Therefore, I cannot 
call a special grand jury.“

In this particular case the grand jury 


doubtless had cause to berate one, and pes- | 


sibly more, of the members of the County 
Board, but it had no justification, no right, 
or no evidence upon which to base a sweep- 
ing accusation that the entire County Board 
was base, vile, profligate, and criminal. 

“With these views in mind, I cheerfully 
await an investigation, and ask that you in 
your wisdom call a special grand jury for 
the purpose of sifting to the bottom these 
allegations and inuendos which the March 
grand jury has trailed across the entire 
County Board, individually and collectively. 
At the same time I must protest against 
suffering calumnty at the hands of men 
who in the name of the virgin reform seek 
to put on others the tawdry garments of 
the vile.”’ 


Poller CAPTURE SLOT MACHINES. 
Two Raids Made on Persistent Break- 
ers of the Ordinances. 

The police made two raids on the slot 
machines yesterday and twelve saloonkeep- 
ers were arrested for permitting their use. 
The men were taken to the Harrison Street 
Station, where they were bailed out, the 

machines emptied and locked up. 

Some time ago an order was issued by the 
police directing the saloonkeepers to rid 
their saloons of the machines. For a time 
the order was effective, but election day the 
slot contrivances reappeared. Detectives 
Repetto and Alex of the Harrison Street 
Station were detailed to visit some of the 
saloons whose proprietors had been twice 
warned.

Human Nature Club Studies a Young 
Pickpocket. 


Tommy Waters, 14 years old and a pro- 
fessional pickpocket long enough to be ar- 
rested 400 times, had his bumps felt last 
night at the Paimer House for the edifica- 
tion of the Human Nature club. It was in- 
teresting for everybody except Tommy. He 
felt a good deal like a mark,“ especially 
as his cranial protuberances and depres- 
sions were compared, much to his disparage- 
ment, with those of a tot in short clothes.

Tommy was to have been introduced by 
Inspector Fitzpatrick, but that duty fell 
upon a subordinate.

Tommy never knew his weak 
bumps before. He always thought he was 
simply a pickpocket after the “ stuff,” and 
it apparently surprised him to learn he had 
a first-rate head barring the fact his parents 
had neglected to develop the bumps of con- 
scientiousness and self-esteem. 

He remarked afterward if he had had two 
more little hillocks under his hair he might 
have been a Sunday-school scholar.

Wheelshiners Doing a Flourishing 
Business in Kenwood. 

One of the latest and most novel ideas in 
the bicycle world is now being tried on the 
South Side. It is patterned somewhat after 
the scheme by which offices are supplied 
with towels and soap and is applied to bi- 
cycles. By its operation one of the greatest 
drawbacks now attached to the ownership 
of a wheel—the cleaning of it—is removed 
for the small sum of 10 cents. 

In the early days of the bicycle craze the 
muddier and more used a wheel looked the 
better its rider was suited. Bent spokes, a 
twisted frame, and a much-patched tire were 
the pride and joy of the hardy road riders, 
who first brought the bicycle into public fa- 
vor. Now, however, the great army of busi- 
ness-men and society women who have tak- 
en to the wheel as a means of recreation and 
pleasure has decreed attractive costumes 
and good-looking wheels are greatly to be 
desired, 

But how to keep a much-used bicycle clean 
and in good working order without losing 
valuable riding time is a question of consid- 
erable importance to the devotees of the 
sport. The average business-man, too poor 
to keep a coachman, uses his Sundays and 
an occasional evening to refurbish his wheel. 
But this weekly or biweekly cleaning allows 
many rides on a muddy machine. Under the 
new system, however, the problem is solved. 

A Bicycle Cleaning and Adjusting compa- 
ny has just begun operations in one of the 
south suburbs and has a number of expert 
bicycle mechanics who make regular trips 
each day to the houses of the wheel-owners 
in their district. Each bicycle visited is 
thoroughly cleaned, the bearings adjusted, 
graphite put on the chain, the lamp filled and 
cleaned, and simple punctures repaired. All 
things needful for the wheel which can be 
done outside a repair shop are attended to 
by these peripatetic mechanics. A small 
sum is charged for each visit and the 
amounts collected monthly. 

Aristocratic Kenw has been selected 
for the birthplace of this new system of bi- 
cycle renovating. During the last few days 
the various homes where bicycles are owned 
have been visited by a handy-looking man 
in overalls who wears a black band stamped 
with gilt letters on his hat. This man car- 
ries a can of oil, a box of graphite, and a bag 
of tools. He exhibits a specially signed card 
which proves him an accredited agent of the 
cleaning company and not a bicycle thief. 
Then he proceeds to make the muddy and 
much-ridden wheel of the evening before 
blossom out resplendent again in its hand- 
some enamel and nickel work. When the 
bearings and chain have been thoroughly 
overhauled and put in perfect running order 
and the smoky lamp has been made visible 
once more the man punches a ticket and de- 
parts for the next wheel-riding family. 

A large number of the residents of Ken- 
wood are employing the new grooms and pro- 
nounce the scheme as filling a long-felt want. 
As soon as the Kenwood district is thor- 
oughly covered the attention of the new com- 
pany will be turned to other portions of Chi- 
cago, and it is expected the entire city will 
soon be patrolied by blue-bloused mechanics 
engaged in making new-looking wheels out 
of old-appearing ones.

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As a result of the conference bet ween com- 
mittees of the Milk Dealers’ Association 
and of the Milk Shippers’ Association the 
entire milk trade will in future be conducted 
on business 

In the past reputable dealers and shippers 
have alike been at the mercy of irresponsible 
and often dishonest dealers, It is believed 
the codperation of the two associations will 
result in the extermination of the dead - 
beat” in the milk trade. He is technically 
known as a track jumper.” 

Strange as it may seem, the victory of the 
trolley over the horse is responsible in a large 
measure for many of the evils of which the 
milk shippers have to complain. It has 
greatly reduced the capita] necessary to be- 
come a milk peddler. 

Any one who can put up $50 can become a 
milkman. A horse can be bought for $15, a 
second-hand wagon for 20 or $25, and a 
half dozen milk cans will complete the equip- 
ment required. 

With this outfit all one has to do is to go 
to a railway milk agent and ask him to se- 
cure a dairy with a capacity of six or eight 
cans a day. The agent is desirous of secur- 
mg trade for his road, and, itis said, 
many of them do not take any pains to 
learn whether the milkman is solvent or 
honest. The agents either go to the milk 
territory and find a shipper or instruct the 
conductors of the milk trains to procure the 
supply needed by the new milkman. 


Heavy Losses Reported. 

The shipper rarely ever sees the dealer. 
He sends his milk in for a month, then comes 
to the city to collect. If the dealer has been 
able to secure patronage—which he does by 
cutting prices—he may be able to pay the 
former. It often happens he falls behind 
gradually until he owes the farmer from 
$200 to $1,200. One farmer at Russell, III., 
is known to be out of pocket over $1,200. 
Reports made on Wednesday show a 
on the Milwaukee division of the Chi 
Milwaukee and St. Paul hold bad bills — 
amount of $20,000 

Attorney Samuel M. Galloway, represent- 
ing the Shippers’ Association, said yester- 
day he estimated the losses of farmers dur- 
ing the last five years on account of bad bills 
at from $200,000 to $300,000. 

The methods of the railways in handling 
milk operate also to the disadvantage of the 
farmers. No bills of lading are used in most 
cases. The conductor collects 16 cents or 18 
cents a can in advance, and gives no receipt. 
The milkman takes the k consigned to 
him—if he can find it on the milk platform— 
and the conductor makes little effort, it is 

said, to see the wrong parties do not get it. 
The farmer cannot prove his shipment ever 
reached the dealer, and has no redress if the 
latter claims he was so many cans short. 

An effort will be made to force the roads 
to ship on bills of lading only. The milk 
business is lucrative to the roads. Fully 
14,000 cans are shipped every day, princi- 
pally over the Illinois Central, Wisconsin 
Central, Santa Fé, Chicago Great Le ge 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
= and the Burlington. 

The $2,440 of daily revenue is nearly all 
net profit, as the costs of handling are small. 


Origin of “Track Jumper.” 


The track jumper gets his name from 

the ease with which he can open up a new 
territory when the farmer finally cuts off 
his supply by moving to another part of the 
city and applying to a rival milk agent. 

Another popular method of avoiding pay- 
ment of milk bills is to sell out one’s plant 
to one’s wife or son or to exchange terri- 
tory with another track jumper. 

The shippers have already secured some 
concessions from the railways. The Santa 
Fé requires the dealer to receipt for milk 
when he getsit. The milk agents have also 
begun to hold weekly meetings so they can 
learn who the track jumpers are from 
one another. 

However, the two associations will not 
rely wholly on the agents. If a shipper de- 
mands it the dealer must give a bond and the 
dealers’ association will expel him and black- 
list him if he fails to pay. If a farmer has 
more milk than he has been able to sell ad- 
vantageously the Secretaries of the two as- 
sociations will undertake to supply him with 
a dealer and he will be advised to sign a 
written contract. Then both associations 
will undertake to enforce the contract. The 
dealer and farmer will, however, make 
their own terms as to prices. 


Blacklist of Bad Dealers. 


The blacklist of bad dealers in the hands of 
the two Secretaries, and the ease with which 
reputable shippers and dealers can find one 
another out will, it is believed, make the 
farmer’s lot a much easier one, and also do 
away with the competition of interlopers. 

It is estimated there were, at one time or 
another, fully 500 track-jumpers in the 
milk trade during the year ending May 1 
next. Nearly 2,000 wagon licenses were is- 
sued, and it is known there are not near so 
many permanently running. 

It is said only a small proportion of the 
dealers are legally solvent, but a great many 
who are not solvent take care of their repu- 
tation as punctual payers of their milk bills. 

The public will be benefited by thethange, 
as the milk business will become less uncer- 
tain and the temptation to furnish an in- 
ferior quality will be lessened. 

Farmers have agreed to furnish a clean 
article of standard grade. The dealers have 
often complained they could not live up to 
the milk ordinance, which requires a mini- 
mum percentage of butter fat, because the 
farmers did not properly mix their ship- 
ments. They agree to do this, and to live up 
to the requirements of the State Board of 
Health, which forbid the use of distillery 
slops and other similar articles in feeding 


milch cows.

Lady Inez, 
under a terrific drive, gained on him a little 
in the closing sixteenth, but he won some- 
what handily by two lengths, Ben Eder an 
indifferent third, and the others strung out 
to the eighth pole. The time, 1:55%, marked 
an unusually good performance, and it was 
Berclair’s first start this season.

EX-LIEUT. GOV. KOENER IS. DA. 


Illinois Public Man Passes Away at 
Belleville. 

Muscoutah, III., April 9.— [Special. Ex- 
Lieut.-Gov. Gustavus Keorner is dead. 

He was the oldest practicing attorney in 
the State of Illinois and for a quarter of a 
century had been a prominent figure in II- 
linois politics. His death, which occurred 
at Belleville today, was quite unexpected. 

Koerner was 86 years of age. 

He was in his office on Tuesday attending 
to legal matters and contracted a severe 
cold. His condition grew worse rapidly and 
death resulted this morning. 


Ex-Gov. Koerner was born at Frankfort- 4 


on-the-Main, Germany, in 1800. 

In 1833 he was involved in the uprising 
at Frankfort and in a conflict with soldiers 
was badly wounded. He escaped to this 
country and has resided at Belleville since 
that time. In 1845 he was appointed by the 
Governor to a position on the supreme bench 
and the next year was elected to the same 
position by the State Legislature. 

In 1842 he was elected to the State Legisla- 
ture as a Democrat, and ten years later was 
elected Lieutenant-Governor by an over- 
whelming majority. In 1854 he took a de- 
termined stand against the extension of 
slavery and goon found himself outside the 
lines of his party. He became a warm sup- 
porter of Lincoln and was recognized as a 
leader of the Lincoln forces in Southern II- 
linois. He was a delegate-at-large to the 
Chicago convention, and with Gov. Bout- 
well, Carl Schurz, and Horace Greeley wrote 
the memorable platform adopted there. In 
1861 he was active in raising the Forty-third 
Illinois Infantry, but was appointed Colonel 
of Volunteers by President Lincoln and was 
assigned to the staff of Fremont. 

Ill-health compelled him to retire from the 
army, and a few months later he was ap- 
pointed Minister to Spain, where he re- 
mained two years. In 1868 he was Elector- 
at-Large for the State, and presided over the 
Electoral College of Illinois, casting the vote 
for Grant. In 1872 he became a liberal in 
politics and was the Democratic candidate 
for Governor. 

After that campaign he retired to the 
practice of his profession and to literary 
pursuits, contributing many articles to 
magazines in this country and Germany. 
He was married in 1836 to Miss Sophie En- 
gekman, daughter of one of the famous Ger- 
man patriots. 


Mrs. Harriet Gaylord Smith. 

Mrs. Harriet Gaylord Smith died on 
Wednesday night at 11 o’clock at her resi- 
dence, No. 2220 Calumet avenue, of embol- 
ism of the lungs. She was 66 years old and 
was the widow of Dr. Charles Gilman Smith, 
who died two years ago. She leaves one 
daughter, Miss Kathrine Hammond Smith. 
The funeral will take place privately from 
the residence to Graceland Cemetery at 2 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon. 


WITNESSES HAVE GOOD MEMORIES. 


Embarrass an Alleged Counterfeiter 
by Recalling Long Past Events. 
Detroit, Mich., April 9.— [Special. Wit- 
nesses with accurate memories of faces and 
events twenty-eight years ago were the 
features of the trial of James Burdell, alias 
Charics Harwood, now on trial in the United 


States court here. 

Burdell was arrested for the alleged crime 
of counterfeiting at Port Huron nearly thir- 
ty years ago, but escaped and was not re- 
captured until last January. James B. 
Lucas, a merchant, now of Romeo, said he 
lived at St. Clair in 1868 and was in the ex- 
press office at that time. He received notice 
to look out for certain packages, and two 
strangers came there in April of that year 
with a box addressed to Cincinnati. The 
box was opened and found to contain $25,000 
worth of United States $10 Treasury notes. 
The box was brought to the office by a man 
named Charles Harwood, accompanied by 
another named Kincaid, and these men were 
subsequently tried at Sarnia for counter- 
feiting, convicted, and sentenced. 

After he saw Harwood at Sarnia twenty- 
eight years ago he next identified him at the 
United States Commissioner's office in Jer- 
sey City last January. He identified the 
prisoner Burdell in the court-room today as 
the man Harwood. 

The defense on cross-examination gave 
Mr. Lucas several tests for his twenty-eight- 
year-old memory. He did not remember 
who the Governor of the State was at that 
time, nor who was President, but he remem- 
bered the details of his business with the 
counterfeiters. 

Mary R. Swain of Port Huron was born 
and raised at Sombra, Ont. In 1868 Kincaid, 
who had a wife and one child, was her near- 
est neighbor. Charles Harwood lived with 
them, and she was on speaking acquaint- 
ance with him. She knew of no occupation 
that any member of the family followed and 
remembered their arrest for counterfeiting. 
She identified the defendant in the court- 
room positively as her former acquaintance, 
Harwood. No amount of cfoss-examination 
could shake her identification

his spare moments looking critically through 
the plate glass of the bicycle store show 
windows wondering ‘‘ what is the use in 
buying a high-grade wheel when one looking 
fully as good can be had for less than haif 


the price.“ 

Everybody is learning to ride. Prince and 
pauper, mistress and maid, have alike suc- 
cumbed to the spell of the bicycle. Merry- 
eyed children spin along ‘the boulevards by 
the side of white-haired men and women, 
who ten years ago would have been horrified 
at the idea of their doing anything so un- 
dignified. And how did they all learn? 
Easily. That is, the children did. Being 
used to all sorts of falls and jars, they know 
no fear on that score; the art of balancing 
they take to naturally. And a knowledge of 
the laws of balance combined with a whole- 
some degree of self-confidence is absolutely 
all there is to the art of wheeling. 

It is difficult for a man, and almost im- 
possible for a woman to learn to ride without 
an instructor. When one is secured—an 
obliging friend, who can be pressed into 
service, or, better still, a teacher who knows 
his business—the would-be rider should dis- 
possess. his mind of the idea that any old 
wheel will do to learn on. It need not be 
new, but it must be adjusted to literally fit 
the rider. For the beginner will acquire the 
art twice as easily if the saddle, handlebars, 
and pedals are rightly placed than if they are 
too high or too low. 

Two Important Points. 


There are two things the novice should al- 
ways remember: First, that he should not 
grasp the handle bar with a grip so tense the 
muscles of his arms and the cork in the han- 
dles become equally tired. Second, that he 
must keep on pedaling. The motion is not 
easy for the feet accustomed only to the 
walking movements, and the new rider finds 
it difficult to keep his mind on more than one 
thing at a time. When the instructor says, 
“Turn your front wheel in the direction you 
are falling,“ the scholar gives a frantic jerk 
to the front wheel and stops pedaling in 
the effort. Consequently the teacher’s aid 
is required to save both wheel and rider from 
a bad fall. Only an expert trick rider can sit 
on a wheel and hold it motionless and erect. 
The beginner had best not attempt it. 

In balancing a bicycle the body must be 
kept erect and in a direct line with the frame 
of the wheel. The novice, especially if of 
the feminine sex, will instinctively assume a 
position calculated to deceive the onlookers 
into the belief that an exaggerated case of 
spinal curvature has affected the rider. 
This is usually done with the idea of lessen- 
ing the distance of the expected fall. And 
but for the intervention of the patient teacher 
the fall would immediately occur. The body 
should bend and sway with the motion of 
the wheel, but always in line with it. The 
eyes should be kept up and looking straight 
ahead. Looking downward or at some ob- 
ject in the road causes the beginner to be- 
come ‘object struck,” and the wheel will 
move as unswervingly towards this object 
as a magnet draws to the steel. 


Three Lessons Necessary. 


It takes three lessons to enable the aver- 
age man to learn to manage a wheel, while 
a woman usually needs five. Occasionally 
a man will stick his thumbs in the arm holes 
of his vest and declare with a swagger “* he 
got right on and rodé home.“ This man is 
undoubtedly a liar. If he is not, no one is 
interested in him. It is the ordinary bi- 
cyclist the history of whose troubles people 
want to hear. 

The cyclist whose first lesson was taken on 
the boulevard says that is the only place to 
learn to ride a wheel. He who patronizes 
one of the many riding schools advises his 
friends never to think of trying to learn in 
any other place. 

Wherever one learns, or whoever teaches 
him it matters not, but the man, woman, or 
child who has not already learned to ride a 
wheel or does not intend to is as hard to 
find ae the proverbial needle in the hay- 
stack.

On—Today'’s Trials. : 

Hotel Del Coronado, Cal., April 9.—[{Spe- 
tal. In the record-breaking trials at the 
Coronado track today Randall of Rochester 
and Schefski of Salt Lake rode one-half 
mile, paced, in 0:50, breaking the record of 
50 1-5 made by Taylor and Hewitt on this 
track Dec. 27, 1895.

VALUABLE PROPERTY AT AUCTION, 


Real Estate Board Selis Land on State 
and Jefferson Streets. 


Two pieces of property. belonging to the 
estate of William Horace O'Donoghue were 
sold at auction at the Real Estate Board 
rooms yesterday by the administrator of the 
estate, George A. Follansbee. 

The first piece of property sold is known ds 
No. 157 State street, and is west front be- 
tween Monroe and Madison streets.

It includes the 
jot, 25x160 feet, with a six-story brick buiid- 
ing constructed for manufacturing purposes, 
and equipped with an elevator, boiler, etc. 
J. Wilson, representing M. Weill, was the 
successful bidder, securing the property for 
$28,000, subject to the approval of the Pro- 
bate Court. The property is incumbered by 
a mortgage of 517.000. 

The old Garfield race track, including about 
eighty acres bétween Madison and Harrison 
streets and Garfield boulevard and West 
Fortieth street, cwned by Judge Lambert 
Tree, will be placed on che market this 
spring. There are about 600 lots in the tract, 
valued at from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000.

On the 
showing for the first days named the road 
will be in a position to pay all charges and 
to meet a part, if not all the interest on the 
outstanding issue of income bonds. 

The officers of the Lake Street Elevated 
have ceased giving figures showing the ex- 
act passenger traffic, but it is admitted the 
figures are in excess of any previous month. 
The daily traffic for the months which are 
now exceeded was in excess of 35,000 a day, 
and in order to meet these figures the road 
would have to carry in the neighborhood of 
36,000 passengers a day. During the month 
of March in last year the road carried a 
daily average of 28,077 passengers, and there 
is a gain of not less than 6,000 passengers a 
day for the month. During April of last year 
the road carried an average of 20,355 pas- 
sengers a day, and from that month on to 
the time of the completion of the Wabash 
avenue extension of the road the traffic 
showed a constant falling off. With the use 
of electricity and the running to Wabash 
avenue the road is expected to more than 
hold its own for the summer months. Mr. 
Louderback would give no figures as to the 
traffic for the month except to corroborate 
the report that the road had carried more 
people than during any month in its history. 


Saving Through Use of et a 


the saving which is to follow t the introduc- 
tion of electricity on the Lake street road. 
Mr. Louderback said yesterday the saving in 
the one item of coal would amount to $8,000 
a month. The saving in ot items apper- 
taining to steam propulsion will be, accord- 
ing to his figures, $5,250 a month, or a total 
of $13,250 a month. Against this saving 
must be charged the cost of 8 This 
is estimated by the engineers of the com- 
pany at $2,500 a month. To cover all possi- 
ble contingencies the estimate has been 
swelled to $3,250, which would leave a clear 
saving of $10,000 a month, or $120,000 a year. 
On the figures of last month's surplus there 
would be added to this sum for the year 
$14,400, making in all $134,400 for the year. 
There is in the neighborhood of $900,000 of 
income bonds outstanding, so that on the 
figures of Mr. Louderback there would seem 
to be not only a probability of the road being 
able to pay the interest on its income bonds, 
but to have something left over. It is not 
probable, even on the showing made, that 
there wo ild be any dividends on the stock 
for a year or so. There will have to be a 
decided increase in passenger traffic before 
the road can pay anything like full dividends 
upon the outstanding stock issue. 

There was weakness in all stocks yester- 
day, and Diamond Match, which led in the 
decline, closed nearly four points under the 
closing of Wednesday. Lake Street failed 
to hold its own, declining more than two 
points from the ruling prices of the previous 
day. West Chicago was off, and New York 
Biscuit closed weak as compared with the 
prices of Wednesday. 


Bear Element Is Lacking. 


There was no bear element of any con- 
siderable proportions to work against and in 
consequence the bulls seemed to be resting 
on their oars. With Norton out of the way 
as a bear operator there seemed to be no 
one to take his place and no attempt was 
made, apparently, to sustain prices. The 
market was in a condition where there would 
have been no trouble in holding up quota- 
tions had there been any desire to do 80. 
Diamond Match, which sold at 182 and 
closed at 181% Wednesday, opened yesterday 
at 179 account and 176 regular. It declined 
to 174 account and then on heavy trading 
orders, apparently from the insiders, it re- 
covered to 178 and closed at 177%. There 
were total sales of 3,800 shares of Match 
during the day. 

Lake Street to a great extent occupied 
the center of the stage yesterday and there 
were total sales of 4,500 shares of he stock.

What do I think of it? said a woman 
who is the presiding angel of a beer saloon 
on West Lake street, I think it iz discrimi- 
nation. I do. It is jist as respectable for a 
woman to tend bar as a man. Ivery bit. 
Ov courze this ordynaze don’t tooch me, be- 
cause I own me own saloon.

your’s,’ sez he. An, I roon it iver since, an’ 
Johnnie Coughlin an’ his push ain’t a going 
to mak me gey’ ut up, either. 

But suppose I hev to guv. up thiz plaze 
cause I can’t pay the rint, or somethin’ like 
that. Wy can’t I tend bar for soombody 
else if I want to? I can tend bar better 
than any flat- headed doode what parts his 
hair inethe muddle and gets droonk ivery 
day.

SHIP CAPSIZES AT SAN FRANCISCO, 


Peculiar Accident by Which Six Men 
Lose Their Lives. 

San Francisco, Cal, April 9.—No stranger 
disaster ever happened to a vessel than the 
accident which befell the British ship Blair- 
more at 7 o’clock this morning. 

While riding at anchor in Mission Bay the 
vessel was struck by a violent squall, which, 
together with the swift flood tide, threw the 
craft on its starboard side, capsizing it com- 
pletely and sinking it in less than fifteen 
minutes. 

Fifteen seamen struggled in the water. 
Six were confined in the hold and were prob- 


‘ably pinned down by the falling dunnage 


used to hold the ship’s ballast in place. These 
mever reached the deck, as did their com- 
rades engaged with them in handling the 
ballast below, and the bodies of the six are 
imprisoned in the steel hull. The Blair- 
more’s masts lie level with the bay bottom 
under seven fathoms of water, and not a 
sign of the sailors’ sunken tomb is visible 
above the waves. Those lost were the first 
officer, four seamen, and an apprentice. 

The squall that caused the disaster was 
the most severe experienced in the south 
arm of the. bay for many years. 

The Blairmore had been lurching badly 
and suddenly dipped its yards and fell prone 
on its starboard quarter. The water rushed 
into its hold in torrents. The rapidly es- 
caping air from the hold blew the water 
fountainlike as high as the lower yards. 
The men scrambled wildly ‘out on the outer 
ladder. A passing tug with another vessel 
in tow dropped its lines and blew for help 
to speed the rescue. A boat was sent from 


„the British ship Yeoman, 1,000 yards away. 


In three minutes this boat was alongside the 
upturned vessel and picked up the men 
clinging to the Blairmore’s sides. Two men 
had struck out for shore and were picked up 
by the British ship Cromdale. 

The Blairmore was comparatively new. 
It was built at Glasgow in 1893 and was 
registered 1,767 tons. The loss on ship and 
furniture will exceed $125,000. 


CHICAGO UNIVERSITY MAY BUILD.
